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Mattapoisett Retiree Takes Up His Shield 

Hometown Hero 

By Mick Colageo 

The irony of Steve Methia's retirement is, while 
the world is coming to a standstill, he's gotten busier, and 
while the rest of the world is trying not to socialize, he has 
a steady stream of visitors at his Mattapoisett door. 

The pickups and deliveries won't stop anytime 

soon. 

Locally known on Facebook and other social 
media platforms for his custom work with motorcycles, 
Methia has repurposed his hobby shop to produce face 
shields for medical and other essential personnel, and for 
those who cannot avoid facing the public during their 
day. 

The irony is not lost on Methia, who will turn 66 
this month. 

"Normally, I'm a hermit," he laughed. 
"Everything's been on hold because I've been doing this 
for a week and a half." 

By Monday, he had made approximately 80 face 
shields that his girlfriend, Mary Ellen Silva, helps deliver 
where needed. 

A retired mechanic who worked 42 years for 
Verizon out of the company's Taunton location, Methia 
was already spending the majority of free time in his 
basement, albeit on other, less-urgent projects like Ducati 
motorcycles and furniture repairs and restorations. 

A self-described "tinkerer" and "dumpster diver," 
Methia had decided five years ago that retirement from 
Verizon was his ticket not to sit back, but to do the things 
he really wanted to do when he didn't have the time. 

"I have two goals every day - one is to learn 
something and one is to make something," he said, 
admitting regret over the math and science he didn't 
pay enough attention to in high school. "Now I can't 
get enough of it. The machine shop has taken over my

craziness. 

Methia's "craziness" makes nothing but sense to 
desperate, frontline workers dealing without adequate 
protection. His 3D printer was admittedly more of a 
science project until COVID-19 prompted his new hobby. 

"I'm not an engineer," said Methia, whose lathe 
and milling machine that help him build motorcycle 
parts now function as his research-and-development 
department for tweaks to the face-shields being produced 
by the two 3D printers in his home office. 

The second printer belongs to the Old Rochester 
Regional Junior High School. It wasn't working properly 
when Methia began soliciting donations to help him with 
the face-shield project, but thanks to his day-long effort 
to fix it, there are now two printers working side by side, 
each producing a face-shield every few hours. 

The community has also noticed.

plastic for the shields. 

Methia performs laser cuts himself on equipment 
owned by custom engraver FME Technologies based in 
Mattapoisett. He waits until night to use FME's machine 
due to resulting fumes. 

One of his neighbors is a seamstress, and those 
who are making cloth facemasks have given Methia the 
stretch material he uses to fashion the elastic straps for his 
face shields. 

"A lot of this stuff is (typically available) on 
Amazon, but they're shutting that all down because 
they're only giving it to essential (medical industries)," he 
said. "It's been difficult finding the supplies. I had some 
filament in stock, but I used it up really quick." 

Old Hammondtown School also donated some 
filament, and Methia said he is trying to make contact 
with Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High 
School. 

"The more printers I have, I can make more 
product," he said. 

The design, procured online, is derived from 3D 
printer company Prusa, based in the Czech Republic. 

The company is open source, which means copycats are 
welcome to adopt Prusa's technology and reproduce it 
themselves without copyright infringement. 

The absence of such a legal hurdle is music to 
the ears of everyone affected, however indirectly, by the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

Methia has made his own modifications using 
computer-aided design (CAD) programming. "I'm 
constantly making changes, depending on what straps 
I have," he said. "I spend all day and all night, between 
changing the filaments and changing the programs. When 
it's done, I make a new one. 

"I'm going around and getting supplies. I've been 
doing it 24 / 7. Everyone else is bored, they've got nothing 
to do," he said of his new mission. "It doesn't bother 
me when I don't leave the house. I can do everything I 
need to do right from the house. And I've had so much 
support."

Vet Clinics Coping with Pet Problems 

By Mick Colageo 

Dogs and cats do not carry COVID-19, but their 
owners might, and that has changed how veterinary 
clinics meet clients and do 
business. 

"We stopped 
having people bring their 
animals into the hospital," 
said Dr. Willard Gould, 
who was quarantined in 
place upon his return from 
Florida and guiding his 
veterinary business from 
home. 

The new protocol 
at area clinics is for mask- 
wearing, veterinary 
technicians to walk out 
into the parking lot to the 
cars, where they converse 
at a safe distance, then 
retrieve the pet from its owner, then walk or carry it into 
the office. 

Case history is taken over the phone ahead of 
time. Once the pet comes in, clients wait in their vehicles 
as if it were a 1950s burger joint and dinner was about 
to be delivered on roller skates and hooked to their 
driver-side door. Instead, the cell phone rings and it's a 
doctor sharing the results of an examination discussing 
options. Eventually, the tech brings back the pet and any 
prescriptions. 

Some clinics are replacing leashes with their own 
before walking dogs into their clinics, as recommended by 
the American Veterinary Medical Association (AVMA).

The reason is simple and pragmatic: lack of 
equipment. 

"Dogs and cats that are young and ready to be 
spayed or neutered - we've had to put that off because... 
we're not going to be able to buy any new gloves," he 
said. "Things like tumors, exploratory surgery, animals 
with higher priority... If your dog gets sick and dies 
because we didn't have any gloves." 

And there is no realistic chance of getting more 
gloves anytime soon. 

"Who knows when this is going to end? This 
is probably going to be a problem for anywhere from 
three to 18 months," said Gould. "When it comes down 
to who's going to get surgery masks first, us or Mass 
General, it's not even a question. The main thing is we 
don't want to get anyone sick." 

To that end, Gould has cut his staff to eliminate 
those in vulnerable categories age-wise or with 
preexisting conditions. One of his vet techs is 74 years old 
and Gould is 71. 

"Two of the people have autoimmune diseases," 
he explained. "One has chronic Lyme (disease); a good 
day is fighting everything. Another one has an immuno- 
suppressed child so if she went to work and brought 
something home..." 

Younger, healthier staff members are working 
overtime, and Gould wonders if that stress makes them 
vulnerable. 

When lifting a large dog onto a medical table or 
drawing its blood, social distancing (standing six feet 
apart) becomes impossible. 

One Cape-side clinic divided its staff into two 
teams that work all of its shifts together. That way, if a 
staff member is sick and tests positive for coronavirus, it 
hopefully limits the potential for infection to that side of 
the staff. 

It's become a game of coping and surviving until 
everyone can get back to thriving. 

"I think it's important for people to know that 
we're all in this thing together," said Gould. "You're not 
getting rich; people aren't calling your name. You just do 
what you do because you love it." 

Confirmed COVID-19 Cases in Marion, 
Mattapoisett 

Tri-Town Boards of Health

On March 30, The Wanderer received a call from 
Mattapoisett's Board of Health Agent Kayla Davis 
stating, "We wanted to let you know we are releasing a 
statement today, there is a confirmed case of COVID-19 in 
Mattapoisett." By 2:30 pm, Marion had announced its first 
cases. 

The notice on Mattapoisett's website 
(Mattapoisett.net) was available for all by 1:45 pm. 
Following is an excerpt from the town's announcement: 
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As COVID-19 testing capabilities expand in Massachusetts 
and transmission of the disease continues throughout the 
State, we will see an increase in the number of positive cases of 
COVID-19 here in Mattapoisett. Local community spread of 
COVID-19 is happening now, including in Mattapoisett. We 
continue to closely monitor the situation and implement the 
necessary measures to protect us all. We are asking for your 
help so that together, as a community, we can minimize the 
spread and impact of this highly contagious disease. 

In a follow-up correspondence on March 30, 

Davis said the language in the announcement had 
been drafted by the Board of Health members. The 
announcement did not establish a number of cases in the 
community. When asked, Davis said there was more than 
one. 

On March 31, Town Administrator Mike Lorenco 
told The Wanderer in an email that the town's Board of 
Health would release Mattapoisett's exact number of 
cases, but that figure was not forthcoming by the end of 
business. Lorenco apologized in a late-afternoon email, 
noting the overwhelming load of the Board of Health, and 
said the figures would be posted by April 1. 

Massachusetts towns have responded 
inconsistently to the state's advice against towns releasing 
their own confirmed case totals to their communities, 
some taking it as an order, others only as guidance. 

Marion, meanwhile, by the end of the business 
day on March 31 had not removed the March 30 notice of 
its first confirmed case from its website (marionma.gov), 
and the matter was not addressed during Tuesday's Board 
of Selectmen meeting. 

On Monday, Town Administrator James McGrail 
and Health Director Karen Walega confirmed notification 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health of 
its first confirmed case. The infected person was, as of 
Monday afternoon, in isolation per DPH orders with

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health officials , and may he ordered to quarantine. Those who 
are quarantined will be monitored by Marion health officials to 
limit the risk of spread. In order to protect the resident's medical 
privacy rights , no additional information will be disclosed. 

As of March 31, Rochester had not posted a 
confirmed case on its site (townofrochestermass.com). 

According to Davis, the process for reporting 
confirmed cases flows from the state agencies to the local 
public health nurse, then to the local boards of health. 

The Tri-Town communities have urged residents 
to stay at their homes to avoid unnecessary risk.

Bluebird Nesting Success

Nearly eliminated from SouthCoast bird¬ 
watching pleasure due to lack of natural nesting cavities 
available, the Bluebird has made a remarkable comeback 
with the aid and support of local Audubon Society efforts, 
as well as supervising avid birdwatchers on how to build 
hundreds of nesting boxes with great success. This avian 
symbol of happiness can also be attracted to a shallow 
dish of bird feeder filled with mealworms, also available 
at most bird feeder stores. Males return here first often to 
last year's nest, followed by the female, with a mouth full 
of pine needles, to furnish decoration for moving in. 

The successive reproduction in the same nest is 
advantageous because, when the spring fledglings are still 
there when the second are hatched, they will often help 
their elders catch insects to feed the next generation. And 
when it is time to migrate, they congregate all together to 
find and then share a winter box to share together. 

Bluebirds prefer nest-box locations in a forest 
clearing or semi-open country with scattered trees, big 
yards, orchards or hedgerows near open fields. Placement 
of more than one is advised if more than 300 feet apart. 
Hopefully the second will be taken by Tree Swallows, 
which are often very aggressively territorial to scare away

Meetings, Yes; Hearings? Not So Fast 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Town Counsel Jonathan Witten advised the March 
31 emergency meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen 
that video-conferencing is not an adequate platform for 
public hearings. 

The town is trying to work its regulatory boards 
back into business and, while Witten endorsed the use of 
Zoom conferencing for public meetings, public hearings 
are another matter. 

"Our advice to cities and towns is to try to seek an 
extension of time for all public hearings to a date certain 
(and) leave it up to that board. We were thinking 30 days 
(before), now thinking 60 or 90... we just don't - and this 
is just an opinion of mine - believe you can hold a fair 
hearing in a complicated manner in this technology." 

Therefore, Marion Conservation Commission, 
Planning Board, and Zoning Board of Appeals will be

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urging applicants who can apply for extensions of their 
cases to do so. If the applicant refuses, then the boards will 
have to determine a continuance to a "date certain." 

"Things change," said Board Vice Chairman 
John Waterman, "so, if something new were to come out, 

I think we should reserve the right to change from 60 
days." 

A motion to defer public hearings for 60 days, 
with the Board of Selectmen reserving the right to hold 
public hearings on an emergency basis, was approved. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail said he will 
reach out to committee chairs to start public meetings, not 
hearings, next week. Witten reminded the board that all 
public notice requirements are still in effect. With some 
items, the timeframe is exceedingly short so the town will 
urge the applicant to push back the case in question. 

Witten stressed that "It is legal under the 
governor's order to hold a public hearing under this 
technology, but I urge the board to refrain (from doing 
so)." 

McGrail told the Board of Selectmen that he had 
purchased an account with Zoom starting Thursday, April 
2, that will position Marion's regulatory boards to hold 
live meetings via video conferencing. The goal, he said, is 
to get the boards up and running next week. 

According to Witten, a decision to postpone 
Marion's Town Meeting must be made very soon and to 
a safe date. "I don't think anyone in the town is prepared 
to deal with a remote town meeting," he told the board. 
"Marion is going to have to postpone its town meeting... 
now we just need to find a reasonable time to hold it." 

McGrail noted that there will be a vote on 
Thursday, April 9. He is waiting on Planning Board 
information, then there will be a vote to close the warrant 
and a plan to postpone Town Meeting no later than the 
end of June, with 20 days notice. 

While the town house renovations are ongoing 
and the facility is slated to reopen on April 7, McGrail 
has assured his staff that the public would not be in the 
building until at least May 4. He also reported having 
acquired 250 bottles of hand sanitizer, distributing those 
to needed areas include two in each DPW vehicle. Board 
Chairperson Randy Parker noted that some staff had been 
mixing their own to work with greater safety. 

Marion's new ambulance is in, and McGrail 
expects work will be finished to get the new rescue vehicle 
up and running in the next couple of weeks. 

In other business, the Board of Selectmen 
approved the buying out of police personnel's unused 
vacation time. McGrail said that Police Chief John Garcia 
indicated that all police staff will take advantage of the 
provision. The board also approved Garcia's request for 
an intercom outside the police station. 

McGrail also reported that Eversource responded 
favorably to a gas line project planned for Route 6. 

McGrail reported that Marion has begun looking 
into how the town would manage Sippican School as a

location for town meeting and elections on the premise 
that social distancing can be maintained through remote 
participation via live video or with Town Meeting in 
a central location at Sippican with classrooms used 
for viewing and the proximity to be able to walk to 
the central location to participate, then return to the 
classroom. That way no more than 10 people (the state- 
advised limit for public gatherings) are in any room at the 
same time. 

McGrail noted that the Board of Selectmen 
has a public hearing scheduled for April 7 for a liquor- 
license request. "My hope will be that would be the first 
public hearing," said McGrail. "Later that week, if we're 
successful, that the Conservation Commission and the 
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(Zoning Board of Appeals) would use it as well." 

Clarification was made to the email blast 
regarding the bagging of trash. McGrail said that Waste 
Management is asking the public to please bag trash and 
then put it inside the containers. 

At the Board's March 26 meeting, David Willett 
of the Department of Public Works offered an update 
on several projects, noting only minor disruptions so far 
despite current working conditions. He noted that work 
was completed on two fire hydrants including one on 
Route 105. Willett praised the work of DPW Engineering 
Manager Meghan Davis. He also reported that the Mass 
Maritime Academy will assist Marion with intern support 
with the town's outfall testing and sampling that has been 
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postponed until mid-late April. Willett was hopeful that 
the state Department of Environmental Protection will cut 
the town some slack when permits are due in June. 

A rehabilitation site near Mary's Pond will need 
a video-conference bid process to meet the subcontractor 
bids package that was due March 31 and the general 
contracting bid due April 9. 

Mill Street water main work is scheduled to 
begin in late May. "That's a meeting that will probably be 
best done in person," said Willett. "Hopefully we'll get a 
window... if we don't, we'll do it by teleconference. It's a 
pretty big set of plans..." The timeline is a concern with 
the potential of paving restrictions being closed. 

The Sippican School egress has yet to be 
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surveyed; Willett is hoping to lock up a probable cost 
before town meeting. 

Willett reported adding locations for private lines 
to get a better handle hydraulically how Marion's water 
system is working. 

Two development projects, one at Plumb Corner 
and another at Oakdale Avenue, face challenges that 
Willett believes can be solved. 

The 2021 fiscal year initialization program (INI) 
has drawn favorable bid prices, according to Willett, 
who is hopeful that much can be accomplished with the 
$190,000. 

Another sewer project Willett hopes to get 
completed is the replacement over an 800-foot stretch of 
Mill Street based on the 2018 budget. Willett said there 
are 770 feet of "completely dilapidated" line and that 
manholes are "falling apart." 

Crossneck Road needs an alignment survey that 
Willett hopes to have back from GAF Engineering. 

The Comprehensive Wastewater Management 
Plan held its kickoff meeting on conference call. 
Wastewater Treatment Plan Improvements held 
construction meetings but were still in the submittal phase 
of the project. 

Waterman suggested a second opinion on the 
village infrastructure project. Willett said the contractor is 
looking for $30,000 to $32,000 to get started on the project, 
and a second opinion will cost another $30,000 to $50,000. 

McGrail said Marion can pay for a second 
opinion with Chapter 90 funds, pending an expected state 
approval. 

"I think it's really important we have another look 
at it, and the focus needs to be on stormwater and can we 
manage stormwater with the existing outfalls without 
having to get into building new outfalls," said Waterman, 
who asked Willett for a cost estimate for the board to vote 
on. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen continues to 
meet via Zoom video conferencing every Tuesday and 
Thursday at 3 pm. 
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Rochester Annual Elections Postponed 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

On March 26, the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
held its meeting in separate locations as members 
navigated, called in and, after several attempts, found 
the way to see and hear each other. It's a new day in 
conducting the town's business, as remote-access meeting 
platforms are taking center stage. After a bumpy start, 
however, the board members were ready. The public 
meeting notice listed the log-in details granting full access 
to the general public. Once all participants identified 
themselves, the meeting began. 

Chairman Paul Ciaburri called the meeting to 


order with Selectmen Greenwood Hartley and Brad Morse 
attending, along with the Town Counsel Blair Bailey and 
Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. Listening in were 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, Chairman of the 
Rochester Conservation Commission Mike Conway and 
Town Planner Steven Starrett. 

The primary reason for the meeting was to take 
a formal vote to postpone the annual town elections. The 
prepared text for the vote stated in part, "Pursuant to 
Section 1 of Chapter 45 of the Acts of 220 and because of 
the state of emergency declared by the governor pursuant 
to executive order 591, Declaration of a State of Emergency 
to respond to COVID-19, the municipal town election 
scheduled for April 8, 2020 is hereby postponed and the

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly the mother will be 
around to feed the baby This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

elected and qualified." 

After the unanimous vote was recorded, Ciaburri 
said of the town's employees under the conditions 
imposed on everyone due to COVID-19, "Everyone is 
doing a good job - no grid problems." 

Szyndlar added that town hall would remain 
closed until at least April 7. She said that work goes 
forward, however, with many employees working from 
home. Of the virus, she said to date there were not any 
confirmed cases. 

Hartley said that, if legislation drafted by 
Governor Baker is passed, residents could look forward 
to relief in real estate tax payments with a postponement 
until June. 

The selectmen also granted use of remote-access 
platforms to conduct the town business and to hold public 
meetings. Bailey said he would work with boards and 
commissions to assist in the process. 

Starrett asked if the 20-day appeal process would 
also be extended. Bailey responded, yes, if the governor's 
package passed. 

At press time the next meeting of the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen had not been posted. 


Communicating About a Communicable Disease 

Marion Board of Health Emergency Meeting

Three days before the Town of Marion confirmed 
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its first COVID-19 case. Board of Health Vice Chairperson 
Ed Hoffer insisted the public gets that information 
immediately. 

In a March 27 emergency meeting of the Marion 
Board of Health via Zoom video conference, Hoffer, 
a practicing physician, said residents need no further 
information such as address, age or gender because the 
resulting precautions would be no different than the "stay 
at home" lifestyle already ordered by Governor Baker. 

"A single positive case is knowledge the public 
should have. There may be 20 people around town that 
have normal, winter upper respiratory (illnesses)... this is 
different legally," Hoffer told the full board. 

It was pointed out that Hingham's health nurse 
was besieged with panicked calls when that town's first 
case was announced last week. 

"I know that if I had someone call me right now 
and wasn't terribly sick. I'd say... 'Stay home for 14 days 
and treat yourself,"' said Hoffer, pointing to over-the- 
counter treatments. "A lot of people are not taking (social- 
distancing practices) seriously." 

Hoffer suggested that, once Marion has a positive 
case, the town should respond to any inquiries that it is 
not allowed to give further information and leave it at 
that. 

It was suggested that, given Hingham's problems, 
the board might consider waiting until there are five 
cases, citing HIV and other diseases communicable by 
other people or insects. 

Hoffer said that coronavirus is different. "An 
innocent person does not get HIV by standing in line at 
the grocery store... you catch HIV because you made a 
decision to have sex with (an at-risk person)," he said. 

One thing the board apparently agreed on in 
Friday morning's meeting was the belief that coronavirus 
was already in Marion and that it would be naive to 
think the absence of an officially documented case means 
the town is safe. That would become a moot point on 
Monday. 

Friday, the Board of Health moved on a motion 
for a 14-day quarantine request upon those entering the 
town from coronavirus hot spots. Town Administrator

people have begun arriving to area summer homes.

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ORR's Alex Craig Keeps Training through 
Unique 2020 

Sports Roundup

At the end of the fall sports season, Alex Craig 
was dealing with a hip injury. It was not one he thought 
would be a major issue going forward, but something that 
could become a larger issue if he didn't handle himself 
properly. The injury sidelined him for two weeks; then he 
was only allowed to run lightly for the next two weeks. 
After that month-long period, the Old Rochester junior 
was able to start rebuilding his strength and endurance. 

Unfortunately for Craig, the winter indoor track 
schedule started soon after his period of rest and rehab 
ended so he decided it was best for him to not compete 
for ORR during the winter. 

"I knew I wouldn't be able to race in a lot of (the 
meets), and I didn't want to feel pressured to race in 
them," Craig 
said. "I knew 
if I raced too 
soon that I 
wouldn't fully 
recover from 
my injury and 
it might bug 
me for a while. 

"It 

was a tough 
decision. I 

thought about it for a while. I definitely didn't take that 
decision lightly. I thought it was the best thing to do." 

But Craig wasn't throwing in the towel on the 
2019-20 season. He was just putting things on hold. 

"There (were) a lot of meets up at (Boston 
University) in the winter so, I figured, just enter one of 
those when I felt like I was ready to race again and then 
see how it went from there," he said. 

Suffice it to say, it went pretty well for Craig. 

The ORR junior crushed his personal record of 
4:36 in the mile, improving it by 17 seconds down to 4:19. 
Craig also set a personal best in the 3,000 meters with an 
8:38 run. 

Those times qualified him for the New Balance 
Nationals Indoor at the New Balance Track and Field 
Center at The Armory in New York City in the mile, 

2-mile and 5K events. The dates for the meet were March 
13-15, the day Governor Baker ordered all Massachusetts 
schools closed. All extracurricular activities including 
sports were also suspended and the novel coronavirus 
outbreak became a much more significant issue in the 
United States. 

Craig learned on March 12, the day before, that he 
would not get his chance to compete on the national stage. 
"It would have been my first time in New York City," he 
said. "It was too bad. I was excited for it." 
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With students remaining at home into May, the 
2020 MI A A spring sports season hangs in the balance. 
Craig was hoping to compete with his ORR teammates 
again after running his own schedule of solo events in 
the winter. He doesn't expect there will be a 2020 outdoor 
spring track season, but he still has something to train for. 

"I have resorted to a Plan B, where there (are) a 
few local meets that Battle Road Track Club puts on and 
they're pretty competitive. They're up at Bentley College 
(in Waltham)," Craig said. "They're called the Twilight 
series, and those haven't been canceled yet. There (are) 
four meets and they're all fast and they have the mile, 2 
mile and 5K so I'd be able to race some of those if they're 
not canceled. 

"Some of the earlier ones might get canceled, but 
I think they have one in early June, which hopefully isn't 
canceled. That's definitely an option to be able to race. 

Or, if I can't race. I'm just doing a base-training phase 
from now until the end of summer getting ready to cross 
country." 

As for his training, Craig is still going outside. 
He's keeping his distance, which has been a recurring 
message from the experts dealing with the novel 
coronavirus outbreak. But he won't stop working. 

"I'm just having to adapt," he said. "I'd say I 
actually have more time for running and focusing on 
training right now than I normally do, which is good. The 
classes, they're still giving us work, but it's not nearly 
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Booking Now! 
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as rigorous as it would be if we were actually in school 
so it leaves a lot of open time. And I'm just upping my 
mileage... and getting my endurance back. So it's going 
pretty well/'

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Castle Aaargh

Monty Python and the Holy Grail (1975). Starring 
Graham Chapman and John Cleese. Directed by Terry 
Jones and Terry Gilliam. Running time: 91 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG. Now streaming on Netflix. 

For all the talk about Monty Python and the Holy 
Grail being the Python troupe's first "proper" movie — 
with a narrative and everything, unlike their previous 
film, the sketch assortment And Now for Something 
Completely Different — it is still, in large part, a sketch 
assortment. The film turns 45 this month, and in the 
intervening years, its bits of business have become every 
bit as iconic as the boys' greatest hits from Flying Circus. 
"Bring out your dead." The Knights Who Say Ni. The 
Holy Hand Grenade of Antioch. And so on. The movie's 
anarchic, shambolic nature (and the abruptness of the 
troupe's desire to get on with it and get out of a bit) will 
shock a string of laughs out of the first-time (like-minded) 
viewer, but past a certain point, as it did this most recent 
time I sat with it, it becomes simply a warm bowl of 
comfort food. The film's world of amiable nonsense looks 
better than the world of frightening nonsense we now 
occupy. 

The filmmaking duo of Python, the two Terrys 
(Jones and Gilliam), cut their teeth here. Having no idea 
how to make a film, they taught themselves how to make 
a film by making this film. It shows, though charmingly. 
Occasionally there is a striking image that links Holy Grail 
to Gilliam's Jabberwocky, Time Bandits and so forth, but 
largely it's a slovenly piece of work directorially, though 
not necessarily in a bad way. The Pythons, after all, were 
thumbing their noses at the very concept of films, or epic 
films. As a film artist, Terry Gilliam grew astronomically 
in the ten years between Holy Grail and Brazil. Terry Jones, 
bless his soul, did not improve. The Jones-directed Life 
of Brian, naggingly funny as it often is, is as crude as the 
crudest parts of Holy Grail , and he continued to prove in 
such uneven attempts as Erik the Viking that filmmaking 
was not his strength. (I would say Jones excelled as a 
writer and historian, which is certainly nothing to sneeze 
at.) 

None of this is to throw shade at the film as a 
cult object and cultural going concern (even though the 
lucrative spin-off musical Spamalot ended up costing the 
boys 800,000 pounds in legal fees and royalties). We settle 



into the film's ramshackle absurdity very quickly, as soon 
as the credits start being subtitled in increasingly baffling 
"Swedish." We all agree to accept the "story" of King 
Arthur (the perfectly cast Graham Chapman) assembling 
his knights in search for the Grail, though usually the 
agreed-upon illusion of this as a story we're being told 
doesn't last long. There's just too much meta-commentary 
for that illusion to hold firm. I don't remember, say. 
Airplane! even at its most chaotic calling its own structure 
and credibility as a movie into question the way Holy 
Grail does. I think it was Danny Peary in Cult Movies 2 
who floated the notion that we may as well be watching 
an asylum escapee who thinks he's King Arthur, and the 
assorted goofs and loons who follow him. Like Life of 
Brian, this film has little respect for mob illogic; a straight 
line could be drawn from the "Burn the witch" bit to the 
easily gulled crowds of followers in Brian. 

I've seen Holy Grail on cable, on video, on the 
big screen (possibly a 20th-anniversary showing at the 
Coolidge Corner), and now on Netflix. All the things I 
appreciate in it — its restless, reckless imagination and 
its insistence on using its budgetary limitations for comic 
effect — are still there. Much as I love Python, I find a 
little of them goes a long way for me, and my watch 
beckoned a couple of times here, as it does during all 
their other feature-length romps. (It's possible that their 
cinematic swan song. The Meaning of Life, has held up the 
best solely by virtue of not having been quoted to death.) 
Still, Holy Grail has a rumpled, unpretentious quality that 
ties it to other well-loved British cult films like Withnail 
& I and much of Edgar Wright's output. It is the very 
definition of "right, boys, let's go putter around these 
Scottish castles and see what we come back with." The 
comedy may be harsh at times — its quantity of (glaringly 
fake) gore may raise eyebrows among parents who take 
its PG rating on faith — but its impulse to entertain via 
what amounts to a clothesline of blackout sketches is 
reassuringly human.

MFD Reminds Residents of Outdoor Burning 

Rules 

Chief Brian Jackvony and the Marion Fire 
Department would like to announce that the State Open 
Burning Season is open and runs through Friday, May 1. 

All residents who wish to apply for permits can 
do so by visiting the Marion Fire station, 50 Spring St., to 
fill out the required paperwork. The permits are free. 

Residents who have already obtained permits 
need to call 508-748-3508 on the day they wish to burn. 
Callers will hear a message which will inform them if 
burning is allowed that day and instruct them to leave 
their name, address and permit number. 

If burning is not allowed that day, the phone 
message will say so. 

Residents should not call before 9:30 am. 

Residents may burn from 10:00 am to 4:00 pm, but will 
not be permitted to begin burning after 12:00 pm. 

Permits carry over from year to year and residents 
who have obtained a permit in the past do not need to 
apply for a new one. 

Outdoor burning is only permitted for brush, 
cane, and driftwood from other than commercial or 
industrial clearing. Burning grass, refuse, leaves, stumps, 
construction debris and commercial or industrial land 
clearing for non-agricultural purposes is prohibited. 

Violations of the permit requirements, open 
burning law and / or open burning regulations will 
be grounds for permit revocation. According to 
Massachusetts law, anyone found burning without 
a permit may be subject to criminal charges, the 
punishment for which is a fine of up to $500, plus the cost 
of suppression, or by imprisonment for up to one month, 
or both.
